Ostrich & ggs.

CAMERA’S GREAT PART IN 
THE FIGHT. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

If local governments, commercial organisa- 
tions, doctors and private individuals in the 
tropics co-operated wholeheartedly im an 
effort to eliminate the breeding grounds of 
tae malaria-carrying mosquitoes the scourge 
of malaria would be suppressed, 

This was revealed in a remarkable film 
shown yesterday at Kodak House, Kingsway, 
Jondon, by the Ross Institute and Hospital 
Diseases, of Putney Heath, 
London. The film had been taken entirely 
by amateur cinematographers. 

Scientific work is continually being con- 
ducted at the Ross Institute in anti- 
malaria research. Frequent’ expeditions are 
undertaken to the tropics, at the invitation of 
local authorities and industrial enterprises, to 
deal wita the malaria problem in their dis. 
tricts. Sixteen film cameras are invariably 
taken on these expeditions. Sir Malcolm 
Watson, Mr. C. R. Harrison and Major H. 
Lockwood Stevens, three distinguished mem- 
bers of the Institute, have obtained cine-film 
records of the work they have accomplished 
in various parts of Asia and Africa, These 
records have been assembled and edited by 
Major Stevens, who gave a running commen- 
tar» wuile the film was being projected.

THE STATUTE OF 
WESTMINSTER. 


OPINION OF WELL 
KNOWN JURIST. 


APPLICATION IN TOTO TO 
TWO STATES ONLY. 


+~ 
HE new Dominion Status and the 
Statute of Westminster formed the 
subject of a recent Rhodes lecture 
delivered in London by Professor Morgan, 
the well-known jurist, 

In the course of his lecture, Professor 
Morgan drew attention to the paradox that 
no sooner had the Imperial Parliament 
formally abdicated her long. disused power 
té legislate for the self-governing Dominions 
than she had been obliged by a revolution 
in fiscal] policy to reassert her authority to 
legislate ‘‘against” them. The Statute of 
Westminster contained no legal definition of 
‘Dominion Status, and three Dominions— 
Anstralia, New Zealand, and Newfoundland— 
had expressly contracted out of it, leaving 
their situation exactly what it had been 
before. i 

The Dominion of Canada had obtained a 
section axpressly exempting it from the 
ower to repeal or amend an Imperial Statute 
nown as the Canadian Constitution, and, in 
fact. the Act applied in its entirety to two 
Dominions only—the Irish Free State and the 
[inion of South Africa. Whatever the Statute 
had done or had not done, it had not 
achieved uniformity of status, But had 
rather accentuated diversity of status. In 
that respect history had prevailed over law; 
for the British Empire was not the creation 
of law, but of history. 


SOVEREIGN INDEPENDENCE, 


In conferring ‘‘sovereign independence ”’ 
the Statute enabled a Dominion to repeal any 
Act on the Imperial Statute book. Yet the 
Acts constituting the Dominions themselves 
were Imperial Statutes, the very title deeds 
of the Dominion Legislatures were to be 
found in the British Statute Book, and no- 
where else. In South Africa and in 
Australia certain very important sections of 
the Constitution were specially protected, 
and were known as ‘‘ entrenched sections.”’ 
For instance, in South Africa any amend- 
ment to the Constitution altering the pre- 
existing franchise in the Cape province, or 
abolishing the official equality of the Dutch 
and English languages, required a joint 
session of the two Houses and a two-thirds 
majority. But under the Statute, as General 
Smuts had remarked in the discussion: 
“The _ franchise and the recognition of 
the Dutch language ig at the mercy of any 
chance majority in ithis House.” 

No one had wished to put the entrenched 
clauses in jeopardy, and the final result of 
a discussion, containing an orgy of legal 
subtlety never met outside a law students’ 
moot, had been the statement by Mr. 
Hertzog that the Statute of Westminster 
meant “ absolutely nothing,” and a formula 
of accommodation which was very like a self 
contradiction. In Australia every one of the 
six State Legislatures had denounced the 
Statute. and they had secured a section 
which reaffirmed the power of the Imperial 
Parliament to bind and loose the Australian 
States. 


REPEALING THE STATUTE. 


A further paradox was the fact that any 
future session of Parliament could. if it 
chose, repeal the Statute of Westminster as 
expeditiously as the present Parliament had 
passed it. Sovereign independence was a 
term belonging to the sphere of international 
law, and could not be put into legal words 
The Dominions had been received into 
League of Nations at the request of His 
Majesty's Government, and the British 
Empire represented at Geneva was none the 
less a unit because she was represented by 
different agents. The Statute of Westminster 
had made no alteration in that respect, and 
had not disfranchised the British Parliament 
of its supremacy.

beyond the present formation cruise of four 
Royal Air Force day bombers from Aden to 
Cairo and back. 

A few minutes spent in studying the map 
will reveal the vital importance in emergency 
of swift air communication between service 
headquarters in Egypt and the outlying units 
stationed at the southern entrance to the 
Red Sea. A sudden war threat, for example, 
to sea-borne traffic entering the sea at Aden, 
on tae way to the Suez Canal and the 
Mediterranean, might only be countered effee- 
tively by the rushing of air squadrons from 
Egypt. Farther, ce N the present, cruise is 
planned primarily to throw light on problems 
to be solved in meeting a possible war emer- 
gency in the Red Sea area, its potential im- 
portance to civil aviation development should 
not be forgotten. 


2.400 MILES FLIGHT. 


Leaving Aden seven days ago, the forma- 
tien, consisting of single-engined biplanes of 
Ne. 8 Squadron, under the command of 
Squadron Leader R. 8. Sorley, moved right 
along the western shore of the Red Sea by 
way of Perim, Massowah in Eritrea, Port 
Su and Abu Sueir to Cairo, covering in 
four days a distance of 1,750 miles. Yester- 
day the return journey began, but this time 
the unit will go down the Nile Valley as far 
as Khartoum, doubling thence on its tracks 
to Atbara, and striking tae Red Sea coastline 
again at Port Sudan. From start to finish 
the return flight measures approximately 
2,400 miles, It is scheduled to end at Aden 
on Febru 28th. 

The combination of Fairey 3F biplane and 
Napier “ Lion ” engine is exactly the same 
as that which is credited with the majority 
of Royal Air Force cruises in and around 
Africa for tae last five years. Capable of a 
maximum speed of more than 150 m.p.h., the 
SF is a high-performance war machine, de 
signed for the multitudinous “ general pur- 
ose *’ duties of the service, such as day 
ombing, aerial photography, communica- 
tions, ambulance work, reconnaissance and 
gunnery spotting. Thirteen Britisa squad- 
rons, including Fleet Air Arm units, are 
equipped with these aeroplanes, which also 
form part of the flying equipment of certain 
foreign nations. 


AMPHIBIANS FOR CHINA. 


Two small twin-engined amphibious flying 
boats, suitable. for operation indifferently 
from land or water, are being rapidly pre- 
pared in a British factory for despatch to 
hina in response to an order cabled from 
Hong Kong. Fuel capacity for seven hours’ 
non-stop cruising is required, and the craft 
will be fitted with seven-cylinder 150 h.p. 
‘Genet Major’’ motors, which are consider- 
ably more powerful than the engines normally 
empioved. 

Styled the “Cutty Sark,” the amphibious 
boat in question is a small monoplane which 
has earned a high reputation in navigativnal 
training use in the Royal Air Force, and us 
an “air yacht” in private hands. The en- 
closed cabin has seats for four occupants, who 
travel in comfort equal to that of a motor car. 
Outward view is assured by glass windows in 
fromt and beside the pilot, and mica panels 
make a “ light ” above. The engines are 
mounted in nacelles carried on an arrange- 
ment of struts above the wings. 

When in flight the landing wheels are 
wound up alongside the boat hull by turning 
a crank inside the cabin. If the pilot wishes 
to alight on land he winds down the wheels 
to the fullest extent of the mechanism, at 
which point the wheel struts are securely 
locked in position, and lands his machine 
like any land aeroplane. For “ take-off” 
from, or descent on, water, the wheels are 
wound up as far as possible, and the craft is 
handled like a flying boat.

Thanks 
were given to the Rotary Club and to the 
Gaiety ‘Theatre for their delightful enter-' 
tainments, and to many others who gave 
presents at Christmas.

WHY SHE HAS NOT YET 
BEEN RAISED.

Rear-Aamiral Sueter, in the House 
Commons yesterday, suggested that the sub- 
marine M 2 should be replaced by tw 
submarines of smaller displacement, sjecially 
designed to carry and discharge a high-speed 
seapiane, so as to provide a continuity o 
aircraft axperiments from submarines in caw 
of a mishap to one of these vessels. 

Sir Boiton Eyres-Monsell, First Lord 
the Admiralty, replied that no decision had 
yet been reached as to what, if any, steps 
would be taken to continue the experiments 
with aircralt in submarines. He added tha: 
the weight of the seaplane structure, 
hangar aud catapult fitted to the M 2 was 
40 tons, compared with 120 tons in the same 
vertical position as originally designed for a 
twelve-inch gun. Experiments with the M 2 
since she was fitted with the seaplane 
structure had proved that she was easy to 
control, and trim under all conditions 

In the early days of submarines, while they | 
were still in the experimental stage, a sur 
face escort was provided, but for over twenty 
years this precaution had been considered un. 
necessary, except on those occasions when a 
submarine was carrying out trials of an ex | 
perimental! nature. 

Sir Bolton Eyres-Monsell, in reply to 
further questions, said that he was not yet 
in a position to atate the cause of tbe 
accident to M 2.

IGHT of the Free State League players

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THE MEANS TEST. |

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
T5 House of Commons to-day adopted 

a resolution, moved. by Mr. Neville 

Chamberlain, fixing a time-limit for the 
further stages of the Import Duties Bill. so 
as to ensure that the duties shall commence 
to operate from March Ist next. 

House then discussed a motion, tabled 
by the Labour Party, in the nature of a vote 
of censure. It ran:— 

“ That this House, recognising the increas- 
ing gravity of unemployment, and of the con- 
dition of the unemployed and their families, 
regrets the failure of the Government to 
initiate effective measures for the reconstruc- 
tion of the economic life of the country, and 
the short-sighted economy of expenditure on 
works of public utility, especially housing, 
and on 
employment has been increased; and is of 
opinion that the administration of the means 
test 1s causing grave injustice and distress, 
and that the machinery of the Poor Law 
should not be used in cuunection with ap- 
plications for unemployment benefit.’’ 

Mr. Lawson, who started the debate, 
pointed out that since last month's figures 
there had been an increase of 218,000 in the 
number of the unemployed. It was estimated 
that there were now 23 million people wholly 
unemployed, half a million only temporarily 
employed, and 100,000 on casual work. No 
doubt, if there was a war, the great mass of 
unemployed mE would become of vast im- 
portance, and great houses would be thrown 
open to them. As 1% was, they were 
scantily clad, half-fed, and were a menace, 
groí TÁ to the vitality of the nation. With 
thirty millions of revenue in sight from the 
new tariffs, he ee that the Govern- 
ment would do well to abolish the “ cut ” 
made in unemployment benefit. He de 
nounced the action of the Government in 
insisting upon a means test, and said that 
the Chancellor of the Ex ver had 
‘‘ Shanghaied ” the Minister of Labour, and 
was using him to do the dirty work on board 
the Government ship. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


Sir Henry Betterton (Minister of Labour) 
said that, though the motion was a vote of 
censure on the Government, no one recognised 
the gravity of the unemployment problem 
more than he did. It was because they 
recognised the gravity of the matter that 
they were — through the House as 
quickly as ssible a measure which they 
believed would help to decrease the volume of 
unemployment. e disagreed with the view 
expressed by the Opposition that anything like 
a cure for unemployment would be secured 
by large increases in local and national 
expenditure. 3 

Nhat the Government was prepared to do 
was to consider the extension of the Develop- 
ment: Loons (Guarantee and Grants) Act for 
three years, such grants to be restricted to 
such developments as were calculated to in- 
crease national revenue. In regard to the 
methods adopted by the Public Assistance 
Committees, he agreed that there was, in 
practice, a considerable variation, but it was 
sroposed to summon a conference, in the 
w of securing greater uniformity. 

fr. Buchanan disagreed with the Labour 
motion, because it did not definitely call for 
the abolition of .the means test. 

Sir E. Hilton Young (Minister of Health), 
dealing with the question of the means test, 
said that there were bound to be differences 
in the manner in which adjudications were 
made in various parts of the country, but, on 
the whole, the administrations had been 
attended with astonishing success. 

On a division, the censure motion was 
rejected by 415 votes to 39—Government 
majority, 376.

SIR WILLIAM SOMERVILLE. 

Sir William Somerville, the agricultural 
expert, died at his home at Boar’s Hill, Ox- 
ford, yesterday, at the age of 71. He was 
Professor Emeritus of Rural Economy, and 
an Hon. Fellow of St. John’s College, Uni- 
versity of Oxford. He had written many 
books on the subject of agriculture, and was 
connected with the Universities of Cambridge 
and Durham. From 1902 to 1906 he was 
Assistant-Secretary of the Board of Agricul 
ture and Fisheries. 

MONSIGNOR COTTER. 

The death took place yesterday at the 
Presbytery, Tipperary. of the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Garrett Canon Cotter, P.P., V.G. 
Monsignor Cotter was born in Tipperary 
town in January, 1866. He received his 
early education at the Christian Brothers’ 
Schools, Tipperary. 

In 1880 he went to Blackrock veri i 
Dublin, and in 1884 entered St. Patrick s 
Seminary, Thurles. The following year 
found him in the Trish College, Rome, where 
he had a most distinguished course. He 
was ordained at St. John Lateran’s Church, 
Reane, by Cardinal Parocehi on 21st Decem- 
ber, 1886. 

Returning te Treland in 1890 he re-entered 
St. Patrick’s College, Thurles, where he was 
successively during the space of twenty 
years Professor, Dean, and finally President 
of the College.

Monsignor Arthur Ryan, he was promoted 
to the pastoral charge of Tipperary, and 
appointed Vicar-General of the Archdiocese 
of Cashel and Emly. In due course the 
dignity was conferred on him of Domestic 
Prelate to His Holiness the Pope. He 
also became Treasurer of the Propagation 
of the Faith for Ireland, and Secretary to 
the Munster Clerical Managers’ Association.

Mr. Gordon Jones, who prosecuted for the 
Royal Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, said he did not suggest that Miss 
Williams was a person who would be deli- 


| berately cruel to animals, but there was pas- 


sive cruelty, as well as active cruelty. She 
came to reside in that district some years 
ago, by the great kindness of Frances, Coun- 
tess of Warwick, who allowed her to occu 
a small cottage on Easton Lodge estate. bn 
January 30 certain investigators, dressed in 
plain clotes, were able to make a ‘partial 
examination of Miss Williams’s cottage, and 
what they found was almost unbelievable. 
They found her occupying a small thatched 
roof cottage and living in a filthy room with 
ten dogs. Miss Williams, on her own admis- 
sion, slept on the filthy sacks, with tae d 
around her. Altogether there were probably 
between fifty and sixty there. About twenty 
dogs were seen on January 30. There were 
— all over the place. In one room, as 
well as a number of dogs, were three cats 
sitting on a piano, 


FED ON VEGETABLES. 

“This lady,” he said, “holds strong 
a views, and apparently all that she 
fed her pets on were vegetables, a little 
hound meal and cheese. The whole of tae 
dogs had heen reduced to a pitiable and 
abnormal state.” Miss Williams, he said, 
no doubt loved the dogs in her way, and he 
was instructed to say that the Society had no 
desire to punis‘a her. 

Miss Williams, giving evidence, said that 
the condition of the cottage was due to its 
being very damp, and to the fact that rain 
came through the roof.
